State Income Tax . 


Two y ears ago th e income tax was 


a nov elty . Th e country is y et h ardly 


accustomed—not to say reconciled 


-to th e idea of th e federal income 


tax . 
And 
now th e 
new 
meth od 


seems destined to be applied to th e 


raising of money for stale purposes. 


A New York legislativ e commit­ 
tee, after ex h austiv e study of gen 
eral tax ation nroblems, h as recom­ 
mended th at th e state giv e up try ing 
to 
raise 
funds 
from 
personal 
property and lev y a straigh t tax on 
personal incomes. 


It won’t be any joke, eith er, if 
th e committee plan hi adopted. 
Th e 
net will catch nearly ev ery body with 
any sort of comfortable income. Th e 
ex emption, wh ich is $5,000 for single 
men and $4,000 for married men in 
th e case of th e federal tax , is re­ 
duced to 
$1,500 
for 
single 
men, 
$1,8 00 for m arried men and $2,000 
for men with two or more ch ildren. 
Th e wife’s income must be counted 
in with th e h usband's. 


For th e first $1,000 of income ov ­ 
er th is ex emption, th e family must 
jay at th e rate of one-h alf per cent, 
making a tax of $1 on a $2,200 in­ 
come and $5 on an income of $3,000. 
Th en th e rate rises, making a tax of 
$10 on an income of $3,500 and $20 
on $4,000, and two per cent on all 
th e tax able portion of incomes abov e 
th at sum. 


Th e committee, h eaded by Ogden 
Mills, h imself a rich man, >eems 
to h av e no doubt of 
th e 
essential 
justice of its proposal. 
“Of all th e 
many reforms and new meth ods of 
tax ation adopted in oth er states of 
th e Union and in foreign countries,” 
say s th e report, **it seems to promise 
th e closest 
approx im ation 
to 
th e 
ideals of eq uity and 
eq uality . 
It 
does th is by tax ing each man in ac 
cordance with h is ability to contri­ 
bute to th e support of th e gov ern­ 
ment wh ich protects h im, h is prop­ 
erty and th e 
social 
structure 
of 
wh ich h e is a p art.” 


It seems likely th at 
th e 
sy stem 
will be adopted before long in New 
York state. 
It 
may 
th en 
spread 
q uickly to oth er states wh ich h av e 
found th e 
personal 
property 
tax 
unfair or h ard to collect.

And th at isn’t th e worst of it. We 
an* told th at at th e age of 65, after 
a lifetime of h ard work, 9 7 out of 
ev ery 100 Americans are wh olly or 
partly 
dependent 
on 
relativ es, 
friends or th e public for food, cloth ­ 
ing and 
sh elter—in 
oth er 
words, 
th at 9 7 |» er cent of us wind up our 
careers as objects of ch arity . 


Obv iously our v aunted wealth is 
a m atter of statistics rath er th an of 
activ e realization by th e mass of 
our people. It is impressiv e enough 
to say th at th e nation is now worth , 
in round numbers, $269 ,009 ,9 09 ,000, 
and th at we 
are 
th erefore 
worth 
about $2,000 apiece, or $10,9 9 0 per 
family . 
But ev ery man and woman 
knows v ery well th at th is av erage 
person or av erage family is a fig­ 
ment of th e imagination. 
Th e truly - 
av erage man or woman is poor. 
It 
is only th e immense wealth of a few 
th at makes up th e v ast 
deficit 
of 
th e many , enabling (h e economist to 
flatter 
with assurance of rich es 
w h ich most of us don’t possess, and 
nev er will. 


Our consolation consists 
in 
th e 
fact th at we arc relativ ely rich , just 
th e same. 
Th e }*» or m ajority else­ 
wh ere, ev en in th e m ost h igh ly fav ­ 
ored eonntrits, a re poorer th an our 
poor. 
And th ey are ev en now sink­ 
ing deeper into’ th eir pov erty , wh ile 
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h umbler classes of th e Tinned States 
are climbing slowly but j steadily out 
of th e depth s.

That Mrs. Robert Hester, daugh­ 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Ilenry Richard­ 
son of this city and widow of 
the 
man murdered by J esse Lee Arter, 
who is now' standing trial in Muncie, 
is as much to blame for the murder 
as Arter himself is the startling con­ 
tent > of a letter Arter sent to Mrs. 
He>ter after he was *in jail. 
Con­ 
cerning the new dev elopment in the 
ease the Muncie Press say s: 
Scrawled in an 
almost 
illegible 
hand on a sheet 
of scrap 
paper, a 
letter, written by J esse Lee Arter, to 
the widow of the man of whose mur­ 
der he is accused may hav e obliter­ 
ated Arter's 
plea 
of 
self-defense 
and pav ed the way 
to the 
electric 
chair. 
It was the final blow of the state 
against 
the Arter 
defense, 
intro­ 
duced just before Attorney s Cromer 
and Long rested 
their 
ease a few 
minutes before noon Thursday . 
“ You hav e 
been try ing 
to stick 
me, and if y ou don’t quit it, I'll tell 
all I know about y ou," the letter 
said in a place. 
“ You hav e hired two of the best 
lawy ers, in the city to send me 
to 
the electric chair. 
You know y ou’re 
just a> much 
to blame as me. 
I’m 
going to tell the whole truth." ’ 
Porter Graham, cousin of the ac­ 
cused testified that he had taken the 
letter from the jail to Mrs. Hester's 
home. 
Attorney s of the state asserted it 
clinched their 
argument 
that 
the 
murder 
was 
one 
of premeditation 
and malice and that it refuted 
the 
defense’s 
theory 
of 
self-defense. 
Mrs. Hester, they 
asserted is guilt­ 
less of any connection with the mur­ 
der. 
The defendant cowered when this 
letter w’as pemitted to go into the 
records and 
its 
contents 
became 
known to the jury . 
His attorney s, 
after attempting ev ery bar of proce­ 
dure within their power, to prev ent 
the letter going 
into 
the 
records, j 
gav e way resignedly . 
The defense tried hand to 
keep 
from the jury the ev idence 
of Rev . 
Baker who w'ent to the jail to 
see 
\rter. But when Baker told the court 
he went as a citizen and not 
as 
a 
pi ritual adv isor 
the ev idence 
was 
allowed to go. The minister said that 
he remonstrated 
with 
Arter 
for 
what he had done and said Arter de­ 
clared ev ery body was 
against 
him 
but that it w^ould 
be different when 
he w'ent on the witness stand and 
told ail he knew. 
Roy Nash corroborated testimony 
of Mrs. Hester and Mrs. Boatright. 
He

in the 
house 
w hen' the 
trouble started but left before

murder. 
lie said when Arter drew 
the knife he decided that it was time 
for him to be going.

London, April 14.—The 
imperial 
German gov ernment’s order to 
all 
German hotel and restau rant keep 
ers, that they mu st redu ce the size 
of the meals they serv e, both as to 
v ariety and q u antity , will be effec­ 
tiv e throu ghou t Germany beginning 
with breakfast tomorrow morning. 
The bills of fare will be redu ced 
to the smallest proportions on re­ 
cord and gu ests will not be permit­ 
ted to eat more than one item from 
any single cou rse—and 
not 
v ery 
mu ch of that. 
The bu tter 
su pply , 
for instance, now is restricted to 1-8 
of a pou nd per person 
per 
week. 
Mighty little su gar is giv en. Other 
food su pplies are held to correspon­ 
ding proportions. 
Germany is racing toward famine 
which has been foreseen since last 
su mmer 
by those 
who knew 
the 
tru th abou t the su mmer harv est, ac­ 
cording to Francis Gribbte, the Brit­ 
ish nov elist who has ju st 
retu rned 
to London after a y ear in the Ger­ 
man interment camp 
at 
Ru liMien, 
near Berlin. 
“There is no av oiding the conslu - 
sion,” said Gribble today , “that the 
state of the 
German 
people soon 
will he mu ch whet the state of the 
Belgian 
people now wou ld be bu t 
’or American philanthropists. 
“The date at which the catastro- 
>he will occu r depends u pon a good 
many u ncertain factors; 
bu t 
it 
cannot be long delay ed.” 
“The 1916 Hu mmer harv est, what 


there was of it, was both sown and 
reaped while I was behind the barb­ 
ed wires at Uu hleben. 
There 
was 
practically no rain from the end of 
March u ntil the beginning of Ju ly . 
“The crisis passed. 
Then came 
the lashing thu nderstorms to com­ 
plete the damage. 
Those 
of 
ou r 
cu stodians who were concerned with 
agricu ltu re pu lled long faces 
and 
u sed u gly langu age. 
There was no 
mistake abou t it—the German har­ 
v est of 1915 had failed.” 
The nov elist q u oted the Vowarts, 
the 
ou tspoken 
German 
Socialist 
newspaper, to show that the 
1915 
harv est failed not only on accou nt 
of drou ght bu t becau se: 
1—The grou nd was not manu red, 
the monoplization of railway eq u ip­ 
ment, by 
tho military , 
prev enting 
this. 
2—Horses and carts were scarce 
becau se of the army needs. 
3—Most 
skilled 
agricu ltu rists 
were away at the seat of war and 
old men, women, children and pris­ 
oners cou ldn’t do the work. 
4— The manu factu rers of agricu l­ 
tu ral implements hav e tu rned their 
energies to the manu factu re of im­ 
plements of war. 
“ Famine is 
inev itable 
whether 
peace comes soon 
or not. 
Prices 
will be high and the v alu e of Ger­ 
man money has su nk so low that 20 
marks will bu y only 5 marks’ worth 
of goods; besides, Germany has no 
great q u antities of goods to ex port 
and pay for food imports.”
